Now, Sir, paſſing over your uſing the Word Cauſe for 
Condition; pray how was it poſſible tor you, after ſetting 
down the Article at large in the next preceding Page, thus 
to explain it into a Contradiction to your own Doctrine? 
As it good Works which are the Fruits of Faith and 
pleafing to God, did not precede Juſtification, but follow 
after it only. For as a true and /ively Faith, you admit,

And Man in that he is juſtified, is the immediate 
Heir of Salvation, at the leaſt acquitted from the Sen- 
tence of Death. Now if we affirm, that good Works are 
more neceſſary after he is juſtified, than before, we ſhould 
in Congruity grant, that Works win Heaven, and Faith 
only delivers from Hell : Or granting Juſtification to be 
the Paſſage from Death to eternal Life, the Addition of 
ſuch Works ſubſequent, as were not precedent, could be 
ſerviceable only to ſupererogate ſome Exceſs of Glory ;
